\Vitfc the holiday* oome the oranges, 


lad since the Mason promises to be »n 
exceptional one, it it estimated that be- 
tween now and New Yew'i 50,000,000 
oranges will bo sold in thin city. 
Al- 


rcaily the fruit department of Fulton 
and Washington markets are glutted, 
and by one steamer due in port to-day 
IIOO.WM) orange?, by another 3,000 
batreln, or 1,00*1,000 oranges, and by 
another :tj(),0()i) in bulk are expected. 
Tho barrel stock, nearly all of which 
comes from the West Indies, and the 
cane a«d bo* lloek, mainly fiom Med- 
iterranean ports, are ounianed to ship- 
ping and commission homes, by whom 
they will be distributed among the 
trade. The stock in balk, however, 
partly from the West Indio* and partly 
from Florida, in sold in quanitics from 
one barri'l to 1,000 barrels at the doc'.s, 
M potatoes and other home products 
»re sold at the foot of Vescy and \VeHt 
Thirty-fourth streets. One whose in- 
ferences with reference to the local 
orange trade arc ' drawn from an m- 
ipcction of the business exhibits which 
d'eslers put forth to tempt the small 
buyer has but a superficial nni errone- 
ous notion of the risks which encumber
